Measles  and  whooping  ~cou^  ‘became  noVifl^t)le 
diseases  after  the  war  began  but  no  cases  were  reported. 
There  were  27  cases  of  scarlet  fever  of  which  7  were  treated 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital  in  Plymouth,  Most  of  these 
cases  were  mild.  There  were  4  cases  of  diptheria,  2  of 
v/hich  were  fatal  and  there  v/ere  24  cases  of  pheumonia, 
one  of  poliomyllitis  also  ver  mild, 

Tuberculo  sis 

9,  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  lung  v;ore 
reported  and  two  of  non  pulmonary  type.  There  wore  4 
deaths  during  the  year  from  Pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  2 
from  other  forms  of  the  disease.
